the evolution of the Rushville fire 
department. 
It has advanced with the times, 
when away back in the early days 
with only a few scattered dwellings, 
a bucket brigade sallied 
forth 
to 
halt the flames, 
up 
until 
today 
when men are paid to stand vigil 
over the city night and day, with 
modern equipment with which to pre­ 
vent complete disaster. 
Back 
in those early days they 
didn't try so much to put out the 
fire, but their first thoughts were to 
get all of the furniture and ]>elong- 
ings from the place; of course the 
firemen couldn’t fight much of a fire 
with a line of buckets from a well. 
At one time the local department 
had 60 firemen; they probably were 
some of those dollar a year men, hut 
they were eager fire fighters, 
and 
constituted the first big jump in the 
cycle of evolution in the growth of 
the department. 
William 
H. 
Moffett, 
a 
veteran 
memluer of the local department, pro- 
bablv knows more about 
the 
an ­ 
cient 
history 
of 
the department 
than anyone else iu the city. 
He 
served as one of the volunteer mem­ 
bers up until two months ago when 
the council decided that he 
should 
he put on the payroll. 
He is 
the secretary of tlie de­ 
partment and has the records in his 
possession which unravel an inter- 
e-ting story of how the buckets were 
discarded and 
honest to goodness 
hose put in use. 
There was no organized force of 
fire fighters in Rushville until 
the 
year 1873, Mr. Moffett states. 
At 
that time several citizens saw 
the 
need, 
and affected ati organization 
and went on record as the first fire 
company, composed of the aforesaid 
66 men, made up for the greater 
part of the leading citizens of 
the 
village. 
A constitution and by laws were 
drafted and the late Col. F. A. Capp 
was chosen the first chief. 
The 
men met 
upstairs 
in 
the Toolen 
room, at the corner of First 
and 
Main streets. With the organization 
perfected, the first step to he taken 
was some kind of a way in which 
the 60 men could he called at any 
hour in case of fire, and a 
large 
hell was purchased. 
This hell was erected on a shaft, 
according to Mr. Moffett, at the east 
end of the 
court 
house 
yard in 
1874. The hell afterw ards was re­ 
moved and placed upon the roof of 
the building which now houses 
the 
department, hut when the alarm sys­ 
tem was inaugurated, it was 
again 
moved to the tower which it now oc­ 
cupies. 
One of the future steps in the 
evolution is the suggestion that the 
»Id hell he discontinued entirely, be- 
•ause volunteer firemeu are a thing 
>f‘ the past, and the paid depart­ 
ment can make better headway at a 
fire if not’ so many |>eople offer to 
assist. 
When the old hell 
was 
located 
down town, it was customary 
for 
anyone 
who 
discovered a 
fire to 
reach for the bell rope and swing 


of First and Perkins streets.

engine wouldn’t

door and a piece had to he cut in 
order to let the smoke stack through. 
This engine was still in service up 
until 1913, when it gave way during 
the flood, pumping water. 
Then the city building which now 
stands, was erected and the equip­ 
ment has since 
been 
kept there. 
Those two hand hose reels 
which 
had the rubber 
hose, 
were 
soon 
found to be too stiff and unwieldy 
and cotton rubber lined 
hose 
was 
bought. 
Horses then replaced the system 
of hand dragging and the two reels 
were exchanged for a one horse two 
wheeled hose reel, which was kept in 
use until a four wheel flat hed truck 
was bought, and this truck is now 
in reserve at the fire station load­ 
ed with hose. 
This flat hed was bought by Cheif 
Sam Finney, who recently died, and 
this chief is given credit for doing 
more for the department than any 
other chief up until 
his 
time. He 
not only 
bought 
the 
first 
hose 
wagon, hut was responsible for the 
fire alarm system that is in 
use 
today, as well as buying the second 
steam engine, of a larger size than 
the first. 
The hose wagon now in use was 
bought when Homer Cole was chief 
in 1906. The first piece of motor­ 
ized apparatus was 
bought 
when 
W alter Easley was chief, when the 
Ford chemical truck was placed in 
service, 
and 
had the 
coiincilmen 
and mayor listened to btti, at that 
time the city would also have had 
additional motor trucks long ago. 
Today the

has the 
Seagrave truck, a pumping engine

C ontinued from Page One 
he extended without increasing 
the 
operating expenses to such an ex 
tent that phone rates wood have to 
he increase«!. 
Dr. Green sai«l that 
the directors believed that they eoulc 
cover the 
whole 
county 
without 
making the 
telephone 
service cost 
the patrons any more. 
Mr. Davis 
sai«l he believed tha 
with an exchange in the north 
an« 
west sides of the county, similar to 
tlios«* in the east and south portions 
of the county, the company 
coul« 
serve practically all of the people 
of the county with the increased op 
crating expenses amounting to very 
little more than the increase in re­ 
venue. He declared the experience 
in the telephone business was that 
operating expenses did not in«*rease 
very rapidly with added telephones 
until the plant reached the size that 
it required in 
cities of 20,000 or 
25,000 inhabitants. 
In this connection, Mr. Davis an­ 
nounces that apparatus 
had been 
purchased, but not installed, which 
will enable Operators from any 
ex­ 
change in the county to dial through 
the Rushville exchange without call­ 
ing the operator here, to any other 
exchange or to any subscriber 
on 
the Rushville system. 
Mr. Davis, in connection with his 
report, showed that the 
Rushville 
company last year, by not raising 
its rates to the same level as those 
charged in Greensburg and Conners- 
vills, where privately-controlled com­ 
panies are in operation, saved 
the 
telephone 
patrons of the Rushville 
company an average of $8.37. 
If 
their business and residence phone 
rates were applied here, the operat­ 
ing revenue for the yar would have 
been $52,881, he stated, instead of 
$35,054.42, which meant a saving of 


$17,820.58 to the patrons 
of 
the 
Rushville system. 
The manager also showed what 
the company would have earned, had 
it charged as high rates a s tlie pub­ 
lic service commission permits. 4 lie 
books of the company show $165,- 
297.19 invested in the 
plant 
and 
equipment. Since the commission al­
